SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Aik a Loves You 3, also known as Optical disk entitled "AIKA LOVES 
YOU 3 DVD"- disk reference number DK3078 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is objectionable because it tends to promote and support the use of 
violence and coercion to compel a person to participate in, or submit to, sexual 
conduct. 

The primary focus of the publication is the presentation of sexual activity for the 
purpose of viewer sexual arousal. The same woman features in each scene and, in 
the first three of these scenes at least, is an active and consenting party to the sexual 
activity. However, the fourth "scene", which presents as a feature in itself with a 
number of shorter scenes making up a storyline, has a different tone to the earlier 
material. Within the context of the storyline, the woman is used by a variety of men as 
a sex slave, and is correspondingly treated in a violent and coercive manner. One of 
the main concerns of the Classification Office is the implication that no matter whether 
she is coerced or violently forced to engage in sexual conduct, eventually a woman will 
enjoy the activity. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 on the application of the classification criteria elsewhere in these reasons. 
The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed 
to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the 
availability of publications that tend to promote or support the use of violence or 
coercion to compel any person to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. 
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
